IMPROVING OUR SCHOOLS 
ICLE V 
q A PERMANENT FINANCIAL PLAN. 
A\ S Printed out previously the Select Commince recognizes the Equaliza 
tion Grant as a stop-gap pending the working out of a permanent 
financial plan, : 

The Report of the Sclect Committee states that any permanent plan 
must have as a prerequisite the stabilization of Provincial finances. This 
will come with an equitable settling of Dominion-Provincial relations and 
will enable the Province to make long range plans. : 

The Report also states that any permanent plan must involve a reduc- 
tion in the amount paid by the municipality to the point where the munici- 
pality can meet its obligations every year, To this end, the Commirtce 
recommends that the Province pay 50% of the cost of a basic education 
Program and that the rest of the revenue be raised locally, the burden 
being distributed among municipalities on the equalized assessment basis, 

Any permanent change in educational finance thus hangs fire until 
the Dominion and the Province get their difficulties straightened out or 
until our Government is willing co tackle the problem in a determined 
way as most other Provinces have done. Even when this happy day arrives 
it seems only logical that some special educational tax will have to be 
levied by the Province, if it is to pay half the cost of a basic program. 

The Report contains no recommendation as to ways and means of 
faising this money. If a land tax on a Provincial equalized assessment 
basis were adopted, areas of high assessment would pay money in taxation 
which ‘would be used in areas of low assessment. This would bring about 
equality of burden. Bur even this will never bring about equality of edu: 
ational opportunity. This can never come with each small School District 
Continuing on its own. Even with a change in finance it is impossible for 

athe local rural School District to provide the diversified type of education 


which is required in Manitoba today. This can be secured only by Sheol 


Districts cooperating with one another in larger school areas. 
This basic change in administration throughout the Province is the 
chief recommendation of the Select Committee. 
Later articles will explain the new proposed setup.
